Ivy League's Fading Luster 
Yale, Harvard and the other 


six Ivy League schools are losing 
popularity, although they don't 
appear to be in danger of having 
to lock the doors. 


After several years of steady 


growth, and despite extensive 
recruiting efforts, the number of 
applications 
for 
admission 


declined this spring by an 
average of 7 per cent. Yale 
suffered the largest drop. Almost 
20 per cent fewer high school 
seniors applied than a year ago. 
The smallest loss was taken by 
Princeton, down 4 per cent. 


Registrars generally blamed 


the decline on the rising costs of 
attending each of the schools. 
More families are having to 
scramble to lay our M.470 for 
Junior's tuition, room and board 
at Harvard. In addition, there 
are clothes, books and bundles of 
mad money that must come from 
somewhere. 


A Harvard spokesman said 


many of his school's applicants 
were frightened away by the 
financial picture. A Yale official 
said the decline was little more 
than a natural leveling off after a 
sudden growth when the school 
went co-ed. 


One admissions officer seemed 


to have the picture in focus. He 
said: "You don't have to go away 
to go to a good school anymore. 
And it's cheaper to stay near 
home anyway." 


This may pose problems for 


the Ivy League, but it is en- 
couraging news to the rest of the 
country.

49 Killed in 
West Coast 
Air Collision

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


Jetliner carrying 
49 persons 


cartwheeled "like a shooting 
star" into a mountain region 
and exploded after a collision 
with a Marine jet fighter. The 
only known survivor was one of 
the two crewmen aboard the 
military plane. 


The Sunday night crash of 


the Hughes Air West DC9 was 
the worst civilian plane dis- 
aster in California history. And 
it was the first crash in the 
United States of a scheduled 
airliner in more than a year. 


The radar interception officer 


of the Marine F4 Phantom jet 
parachuted to safety after the 
in-flight collision east of here. 


He was the only reported sur- 


vivor, but a helicopter pilot lat- 
er reported sighting a para- 
chute which he said he believed 
to be that of the pilot of the F4. 
It was sighted near the wreck 
of the fighter plane. 


Nine bodies were spotted in 


the wreckage of the twin-engine 
airliner, which crashed into a 
deep gorge in two pieces and 
was still smoldering hours after 
the disaster. 


Wreckage was spread over a 


mile-square, tree-studded area. 


Fire officials and sheriff's 


deputies who flew over the 
wreckage before darkness fell 
said they were convinced no 
one aboard the DC9 could have 
survived, 


A thick fog prevented sher- 


iff's search and rescue teams 
from climbing down a cliff to 
the airliner or reaching the 
fighter during the night.

troop strength in 


Vietnam was reduced 4,800 men 
last week. It also announced 
that six Marine Corps units to- 
talling 1,240 men would return 
soon to the United States.

troop strength last Thursday to- 
taled 250,900, the lowest since 
early 1966.

Williams' 
Conviction 
Is Upheld 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme Court upheld to- 
day the first-degree murder 
conviction of a teen-ager in a 
double slaying March 29,1970 
near Nashville. 


The judgment affirmed the 


life sentence of Richard Neal 
Williams of Delight, who was 
15 at the time. He was accused 
of the shooting of Paul Parsons, 
40, of Delight and Mrs. Lou 
Dean Cassidy of Nashville. 


Mrs. Cassidy's 12-year-old 


daughter, Carolyn, testified at 
the trial that Williams killed 
her mother and Parsons while 
the four were parked in Par- 
sons' car near Nashville.

quarters miles northeast of 
Hope, Bittle says. Dr. E. M. 
Cralley, University of Arkansas 
Experiment Station director, 
will explain how the beef cattle 
research at the Southwest 
Branch Station is part of a 
statewide coordinated program. 
Other morning discussions will 
cover fertilization and cutting 
practices with Johnsongrass. 
Results of soybean pelleting and 
its use as a cattle fattening ration 
will also be explained. 


Later in the morning and 


immediately following lunch, 
study day visitors will be divided 
into two groups to tour steer 
grazing management pastures 
and four cow-calf herds located 
at the Spencer Tract. During this 
tour, experiments with bermuda 
and fescue pasture fertilization, 
stocking rates, grain-fed cows, 
calf creep-feeding combinations 
and the results of these studies 
on cow weights and calf gaining 
ability will be explored, Bittle 
says.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment efforts to end deadly 
midair collisions have become 
caught in a fight between two 
safety agencies over an old fly- 
ing rule left over from the 
Lindbergh days—the rule of 
"see and be seen." 


In a jet age with airliners fly- 


ing 600 miles an hour, a safety 
board is questioning whether a 
pilot's eye is fast enough to 
rely upon to see and avoid colli- 
sions. 


The latest disaster that killed 


49 in a crash between an Air 
West jet and a Marine Corps 
fighter plane Sunday near Los 
Angeles met all the classic con- 
ditions:

The rendezvous, linkup and 


transfer was a key maneuver 
which must be perfected if the 
Soviet Union is to carry out its 
high-priority goal of building a 
permanently orbiting space lab- 
oratory. 


Soviet space scientists envis- 


ion a network of such space 
stations circling the earth and 
manned by crews which could 
be relieved by transport rockets. 
The rockets would dock with the 
station, link up and transfer the 
crews 
through 
' airtight 


passageways. 


Stations like Salute 
could 


serve as the cores of such sta- 
tions and the transport rockets 
could link up to them like 
spokes to the hub of a wheel. 


Soyuz weighs 7Vt tons and Sa- 


lute 17% tons. 


Soyuz 11 was the second So- 


viet spacecraft to dock with Sa- 
lute. On April 24, three cosmo- 
nauts aboard Soyz 10 linked up 
with the station for 5% hours,

earth. The Soviet press report- 
ed no attempt to transfer cos- 
monauts. 


Moscow television reported 


that the first man in today's 
linkup to make his way into Sa- 
lute was Viktor Patsayeve, the 
crew's 37-year-old civilian test 
engineer.

NEW YORK (AP) — Pass 


Catcher is the Belmont Stakes 
winner but the talk of the thor- 
oughbred racing world still is 
Canonero II, and the talking 
that counts is that of attorneys 
and accountants. 


The Kentucky-bred pride of 


Venzeuuala, 
whose 
Triple 


Crown bid ended with a fourth- 
place finish in Saturday's Bel- 
mont, will almost certainly be 
sold—in fact, there have been 
reports he has been sold but 
they have been denied by own- 
er Pedro Baptista. 


"He will be sold after the 


Belmont, win or lose, if my 
terms are met," the Venezue- 
lan industrialist 
said a few 


days before the Belmont. 


And despite Canonero II's de- 


feat and continued questioning 
of his fitness, it appeared Sun- 
day that many people are inter- 
ested in meeting Baptista's 
terms. 


"We already have had six 


telephone calls after the race 
from people confirming that 
they still want to buy Canonero 
n," Victor Scialom, a close 
friend, partner in ownership of 
other horses and spokesman for 
Baptista, said Saturday. 


As for reports that a deal had 


been made, Baptista denied 
Saturday before the race that a 
$3.1 million, 5-year leasing deal 
had been made with a Florida 
group and Scialom denied Sun- 
day that the colt had been sold 
to another Florida group for 
less than $2 million. Scialom 
also said an offer had been re- 
ceived from La Rinaconda, the 
race track in Caracas. 


Scialom said Baptista would 


call a news conference when a 
deal is ponsumated and would 
not nave any statements before 
that. 


The other topic of conversa- 


tion concerning Canonero II, 
besides his imminent sale, con- 
tinued to be his fitness. 


Trainer Juan Arias revealed 


Sunday that a week before the 
Belmont he had considered not 
running the colt because of a 
skin rash and an infection in 
his right hind foot. But Arias 
said Canonero II responded to 
treatment and was healthy for 
the grueling IVa-mile race. 


However, the trainer did feel 


that the rash and infection af- 
fected Canonero II in that it 
caused the colt to miss two 
days training a week before the 
race, and that he had to go 
easy on the colt on several oth- 
er days. 


Perhaps the most notable 


thing about Pass Catcher's vic- 
tory, except for the impressive 
way it was accomplished, was 
the lack of attention it brought 
the winner. 


But trainer Eddie Yowell and 


owner Peter Kissel did not 
seem to mind the lack of atten- 
tion. When newsmen and pho- 
tographers showed up at Bel- 
mont Park Sunday they found 
that Pass Catcher had left by 
van about 5 a.m., EOT, for 
Monmouth Park, Yowell's base 
of operations. 


"I knew he was a good horse 


and had a chance for the Bel- 
mont when he won the Jersey 
Derby Prep at Garden State," 
Walter Blum said after Pass 
Catcher had won the Belmont 
by three-quarters of a length 
over Jim French, with Bold 
Reason third, a neck ahead of 
Canonero II who was bidding to 
become the ninth Triple Crown 
winner and first since Citation

Buying a house can be a 


pretty emotional experience, 
perhaps ^ven a little more 
than you bargained for. 


There's the instant infatu- 


ation with the home of your 
dreams, the nagging fear 
that you may lose it to an- 
other buyer, and the devel- 
oping glow as the day of ac- 
tual ownership approaches. 


But that glow is 
often 


damped by doubts about that 
v e r y moment when title 
passes from seller to buyer. 
There are almost as many 
horror stories about "the 
closing," as it's known, as 
there once were about child- 
birth. 


This fear of the closing is 


compounded mostly from ex- 
aggerated 
truth. In some 


areas, the buyer does have 
to write a lot of checks, there 
are a lot of papers to sign 
and there may be a room full 
of people he has never seen 
before (and will likely never 
see again). 


But there need be little 


mystery about it, since it fol- 
lows a precise pattern that 
in its essentials varies little 
from state to state. Here is 
an explanation of the usual 
items for which fees must be 
paid at the closing: 


Processing Fees — These 


are fees you pay to the man 
who is lending 
you the 


mortgage money. They are 
to reimburse him for all 
kinds of things from paper- 
work to outside charges. 
Don't be surprised if they 
equal one per cent of the 
mortgage amount. 


Other Lending Charges — 


The lender may also charge 
you tor the cost of a credit 
investigation, the fee for his 
attorney and a fee for ap- 
praising the property. Under 
some circumstances he may 
drop the appraisal fee, but 
on FHA and VA loans such 
an appraisal is required, and 
someone must pay for it. 


Title Insurance—You pay 


this amount to a title insurer 
who guarantees that the man 
who is selling you the proper- 
ty really owns it. The insurer 
tries to make sure of this by 
searching all records, but if 
it turns out he is wrong, he 
will fight all suits and pay up - 
if you lose. 


Be forewarned. There are 


two such policies. One is 
called a mortgage policy and 
covers the property for only 
the amount of the mortgage. 
If anything goes wrong, the 
lender gets his money back, 
but you are left holding the 
rest of the bag. For an extra 
fee, you can get an owner's 
policy that provides similar 
protection for you. 


Taxes—The usual arrange- 


ment is for you and the man 
selling the property to divide 
the year's taxes, with each 
paying a share based on the 
number of days he is the 
legal owner. If taxes are pre- 
paid, this means you will 
have to reimburse him for 
what he has laid out in your 
behalf. 


Lot Survey—You may be 


required to pay for a survey 
of the property. This will 
prove that the lot lies where 
the documents say it does, 
and that all buildings on it 
conform to the setback re- 
quirements. 


Hazard Insurance — Once 


you own the new place, you 
will want to insure it against 
fire and other hazards. Just 
to be on the safe side, the

K-dtath collision between an 
Allegheny jet and a student pi- 
lot's plane near Indianapolis, 
Ind., in the fall of 1969, that 
touched off both an intense 
Study of midair crashes and the 
safety quarrel.

The NTSB blamed the In- 


dianapolis disaster on what it 
called gaps in the FAA's con- 
trol of air traffic.

In reversing the conviction, 


the appeals court said Circuit 
Judge A. S. Harrison of Blythe- 
ville erred in allowing the state 
to introduce proof 
of other 


armed robberies committed by 
Gray over a period of about 
three months.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Atty. 


Gen. John N. Mitchell and FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover have 
called 
together 
law-enforce- 


ment officers from each of the 
50 states to discuss how to stem 


a rising tide of police murders. 


Following up a White House 


conference which one Justice 
Department official described 
as "window dressing," Mitchell 
and Hoover have set up a two- 
day working seminar with po- 
lice officials at FBI headquar- 
ters. 


Scheduled to attend the ses- 


sions beginning today was the 
top uniformed officer of the 
New York City police depart- 
ment, which has lost seven men 
in the past five months. He is 
Chief 
Inspector 
Michael 
J. 


Codd. 


New York Police Commis- 


sioner Patrick V. Murphy, say- 
ing he was disappointed and 
dismayed at being left out of 
last Wednesday's White House 
conference, has accused 
the 


Nixon administration 
of 
in- 


fusing politics into the issue of 
police safety. Murphy, a Demo- 
crat, was left off the list by 
Hoover. 


The White House meeting and 


the current sessions were or- 
dered by Nixon in the wake of 
killings of two officers in Wash- 
ington and two in New York. 


According to statistics on po- 


lice deaths compiled by the In- 
ternational 
Association 
of 


Chiefs of Police under a Justice 
Department grant, 52 officers 
have fallen in the line of duty 
since Jan. 1. 


The total for the 
full 11 


months since the count began is 
100, the IACP says. While most 
of the deaths occurred while 
the officers were responding to 
calls or making arrests, at 
least 20 are attributed by the 
IACP to ambushes. 


On the agenda for the work- 


ing sessions are discussions of
